How Reno may be made 
a Thriving Metropolis 


Ever since the government 
began 


work on its surveys for irrigation can- 
als and storage reservoirs the town of 
Reno has been overrun with men in 
eather leggins. Hydrographer Taylor 
has many men under his direction at 
present. The amount that has been 
already apent In survey work would 
make a very pretty figure, but it is 
only a drop in the bucket compared 
with what will be expended in this 
vicinity for the dams, canals and dit- 
ches. 


Nearly all "of this huge sum, reach- 


Ing into the millions, will be paid for 
labor and the bulk of It will pass into 
the hands of business men and citi- 
zens generally. No wonder that Reno 
has cause for rejoicing. 


This advantage will, it is conceded, 


oe but a temporary one, yet the result- 
int benefits from the government ir- 
rigation plan will be forever. 
Before 


the money expended on construction 
.vork has ceased circulating the colo- 
ilsts will begin to come in. Homes 
will be erected everywhere all over 
the fertile valleys north of town. These 
valleys now grow sagebrush of im- 
mense size, a shrub that flourishes 
unly In the very best of soil. 


When the tide of water Hows through 


the canals afA ditches and assuages 
the thirst of the soil the sagebrush 
will give place to blossoming alfalfa 
ind waving fields of grain. 


Fruit trees will grow on the sun 


kissed plains and many thousands of 
people will enjoy the benefaction of 


nature and of Uncle Sam. 


Isn't this a picture to be painted up- 


on the mind's eye canvass of every 
progressive Renoltes? This city will 
be a trading point for all the district 
watered by the diverted waters ^>C the 
Truckee. Villages will spring up in 
each of these valleys, but all will b» 
but suburban to this city. 


There is but one thing to mar the 


prospect and that is the possible greed 
of private landholders In the district 
effected by the proposed national irri- 
gation. 
The whole scheme will 
fail 


unless the landowners agree to parcel 
out their holdings to actual settlers. 
In case they lack the business saga- 
city to do this the government will 
abandon Its present plans and will 
carry the stored water past Reno and 
distribute It over the vast tracts of 
land in the vicinity of the Carson Sink. 
The landowners would then not only 
lose an opportunity for improving their 
own finances by disposing of the par- 
celed lands, but these few men would 
forever blight the prospects of this 
young and promising city. 


These fears are doubtless ground- 


less. The Journal Is positive that not 
one of the holders of tracts of land in 
the districts effected by the proposed 
system of Irrigation but will come to 
the front in a sagacious and patriotic 
manner and offer to abide by the re- 
quirements laid down bu the United 
States government, which is working 
for the greatest good to not only the 
greatest number, but to all.

Two field goals, a touchdown 


and a goal made California's point*. 


Stanford waa twice within striking 


distance of California's goal and, after 
failing to make an impression on their 
line, both times tried for field goal*. 
Each time California smashed through 
the line and blocked the kick. 


The features of the game wer« kick, 


ing and all round good work by Over- 
all, and a sensational ninety-yard run 
by Sherman, of California, for a touch- 
down. 


California scored first after about 


ten minutes of play. On the twenty- 
yard line a signal waa given tor a try 
at goal. The line held true and Over- 
all sent the ball fairly between the 
posts. The first half ended with a score 
of 6 to 0. 


About the middle of the second half 


Stanford punted far down the field. 
Sherman, who was playing very far 
lack, misjudged the ball, which was 
driven by the wind, and he barely 
touched it. He recovered the ball quick 
as a flash and, evading the Stanford 
ends, started down the field. The en- 
tire California team swung into In- 
terference and, behind a moving wall, 
the fast half back ran the length of 
the field and placed the ball between 
the posts. Overall kicked the goal. 


Ten minutes before the call of time 


was made there was a second goal 
from a place kick. 


The playing of the two teams was 


so even in line that neither side could 
make any considerable gains.

fornia knew more football; her team 
work was better than that of Stan- 
ford's.

THERE SHOULD BE CLOSER UNION 


T 


HE election Juet held In this State has demonstrated 
that upon the general Issue the forces opposed to 


the Republican party have a clear majority of from 1500 
to 1800—a majority as great, relatlvelyy, as 150,000 would 
be In the State of Ohio. And yet the closeness of the vote 
in several cases, with the possibility that several of the 
Fusion candidates have failed to secure any majority, 
gives renewed emphasis to the necessity for more com- 
pact and harmonious organization. All through the cam- 
paign The Journal contended that the only hope for the 
Republicans lay in promoting discord and confusion in 
the ranks of their opponents, and the results fully sustain 
The Journal's contention. 


Aa It is usually the case with minority parties, the Re- 


publicans were thoroughly united, harmonious and enthu- 
siastic. . They held but a single State convention, and, as 
their chances were desperate, there was no scramble for 
nominations. They selected the best men available, and 
there was no friction. 


The "Fusionists, on the other hand, assembled In two 


conventions, and while there was a general determination 
to unite upon a ticket, there were sharp differences ol 
opinion as to the basis upon which the offices should be 
apportioned, and some feeling was necessarily engendered. 
It is simply ylmposslble for the members of two separate 
organizations to co-operate as cordially as If there were 
but one. The leaders may endeavor In the best of faith to 
reconcile all differences, but among the rank and file there 
are bound to be many who will, In voting, differentiate be, 
tween the candidates of their own party and those of the 
allied organization. In other words It will take a greater 
degree of personal antipathy to Induce a Democrat to vote 
against a Democrat on a Fusion ticket than it will to lead 
him to oppose a Silver party candidate on the same ticket 
This is equally true of a Silver party man who may feel 
a personal dislike for some Democrat on the ticket.
